WHO’S FRAMEWORK CONVENTION ON 
TOBACCO CONTROL ARTICLE 13 calls for a 
total ban on direct and indirect tobacco advertising, 
promotion and sponsorship. This can substantially 
reduce tobacco consumption and protect people, 
particularly youth, from industry marketing tactics.
